Tuesday, so it is too late for Labour to field an 
alternative candidate. 

A spokesman for East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, which supervises the 
election for the seat, said: “He remains a 
candidate as before.” 

The seat includes Ely, Soham, Burwell, 
Isleham, Waterbeach and Linton.

Where this leaves voters ... 


The Weekly News has 
asked the Electoral 
Commission to answer 
some key questions about 
the controversy 
surrounding John Cowan: 


Q: Will Mr Cowan’s name 
still appear on the ballot 
paper, with Labour as his 
party? 

A: Yes, Mr Cowan’s name 
will appear on the ballot 
paper, with whatever party 
description and emblem 
next to his name has been 
agreed with the Returning 
Officer last week. This 
won't be changed, and our 
advice to voters is that 


they should be sure of the 
name of the candidate 
they want to vote for when 
they go to the poll — the 
candidates will be listed 
on the ballot paper firstly 
by their names, not by the 
names of the parties that 
some are standing for. 


Q: What will happen if he 
wins — will he be a 
Labour MP? 


A: Whoever wins, it is the 
candidate that wins, not 
the party they stand for, if 
any. So if they change 
party, for example, or stop 
being a party member and 
become an independent, 


they still remain an elected 
representative. 


Q: Isn’t it unfair on 
voters? They may believe 
they are voting for a 
Labour candidate when, 
in fact, he has been 
disowned by his party. 

A: It is potentially 
confusing to voters if a 
candidate’s status 
changes during the 
campaign, so it is 
important that the 
candidate is open about 
their status and for voters 
to recognise that they vote 
for a candidate, not for a 
party.

Dad dies in

A MOTORCYCLIST killed 
when his machine crashed 
on the M11 has been 
named. 

Neil Fowler, 38, of Long- 
champ Drive, Ely, died on 
the motorway on Sunday 
just before 7.30am. 

The father of two had 
only moved to Ely with his 
family six weeks ago. 

Mr Fowler is thought to 
have lost control of the 
bike, hitting the central 
reservation barrier on the 
northbound carriageway of 
the M11 near Theydon 
Bois. He was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

A family member said 
Mr Fowler's children were 
aged 8 and 10. 

A police spokeswoman 
said: “The motorcycle was 
thrown across the carriage- 
way and landed on the 
adjacent M25 slip road.” 

The M11 was closed for 
four hours while forensic 
teams launched an invest- 
igation.

TWO councillors were 
forced to “hold on for 
dear life” after a leisurely 
boating trip turned 
dangerous at the week- 
end. 

Cllr Bill Hunt has described 
the moment his beloved boat 
was caught up in a rope and 
he and his passengers were 
thrown to the floor. 

The incident happened 
while he, Cllr Anna Bailey and 
her father were out enjoying 
the sunshine on his boat, the 
Lady Jennifer, on Sunday. 

Mr Hunt, who represents 
Stretham on East Cambridge- 
shire District Council, had the 
boat out for the first time this 
year and was en route to The 
Dyke's End pub at Reach. 

But the party almost ended 
up in the water at Reach Lode 
after a rope hidden beneath 
the surface became entangled 
in the boat’s propellers. 

The rope had been left in 
the water by BAM Nuttall 
workers, who have started to 
build the National Trust’s new 
Reach Lode Bridge as part of 
the Wicken Fen Vision. 

Mr Hunt has received a 
verbal apology but is now 
demanding an official apology 
in writing. 

He told the Weekly News: 
“The weather was lovely so we 
thought we'd get Lady Jennifer 
onto the water and out for a 
ride. 

“We were going along quite 
nicely, enjoying our surround- 
ings and each other's company 
when suddenly the boat 
lurched violently to the left. 

“All three of us were in the 
cabin and it threw us to the 
floor. 

“We had to hold on for dear 
life and the boat was just 
moments away from cap- 
sizing.” 

Mr Hunt got himself back on 
his feet and reversed the boat 
when he realised the rope, 
which was about a foot 
beneath the surface of the 
water, had become entangled 
in the propellers. 

The rope was tied to a small 
orange boat, which workers 
are using to cross the water

put their best foot 

forward in the 
London Marathon on 
Sunday, beating personal 
goals and raising stacks of 
cash for charity. 

And among those 
experiencing the blood, sweat 
and tears were a whole host of 
East Cambridgeshire residents. 

Liam Fairhurst’s mum, Sarah, 
pounded the capital’s streets in 
memory of the brave teenager 
who lost his battle with cancer 
last year. 

Sarah, 43, from Soham, has 
raised more than £3,000 for CLIC 
Sargent, the children’s cancer 
charity which received £350,000 
through Liam’s fundraising 
efforts. 

The 14-year-old, who won the 
Child of Courage prize at the 
Pride of Britain Awards, and the 
title of Most Courageous Child at 
the Cambridge News Community 
Awards, fought a three-year 
battle against the disease. 

Sarah’s husband Mark said: 
“She finished the race in five 
hours and eight minutes. 

“Tam very proud of her —as 
usual.” 

Ely man Steven Hardwick, of 
St John’s Road, took part in the 
26.2-mile challenge in memory 
of his mum and completed the 
course in three hours 59 
minutes. 

Mr Hardwick and his family 
discovered that his mum, Moira 
Hardwick, had liver disease last 
June and she died just a week 
later. 

Sunday would have been 
Moira’s 60th birthday and by 
running the marathon, Mr 
Hardwick has raised almost 
£1,100 for the British Liver Trust. 

Mr Hardwick, who was back to 
work at Cambridge University 
the following day, said: “The 
marathon was a great experience 
but the last three or four miles 
were extremely painful. 

“Mums death took us by such 
surprise so I felt that by running 
the marathon in aid of the trust, 
I was giving something back.” 

Soham man Michael 
Wakefield, 35, also donned his 
trainers to raise money for 
Cancer Research UK.

The father-of-two, of Station 
Road, overcame testicular cancer

He said: “I wanted to run fora 
charity that I was passionate 
about and that’s what I did.

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Man jailed 
after thefts 


A STRETHAM man is behind 
bars for breaching his susp- 
ended jail sentence for the 
second time. 

Trevor Loveridge, of Ely 
Road, has been jailed for four 
months after being caught 
trying to steal diesel while on 
his suspended sentence. 

The 23-year-old was spott- 
ed acting suspiciously around 
the village in the early hours 
of March 3.

A piece of hose reel found 
in the vehicle, which Love- 
ridge used to steal the diesel, 
was then tested, with his DNA 
providing a positive match. 

Loveridge, who has been 
behind bars before, was jailed 
for a total of 16 weeks at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court last week.

Renovation delays

A BUILDING site in Ely’s city 
centre is causing a stir — with the 
mayor even branding it an “eye- 


Residents and shopkeepers in Market 
Street are demanding action over the state 
of the former Kempton’s greengrocery, 
which is currently being renovated by Ely 
businessman John Borland. 

Mr Borland secured planning perm- 
ission in April 2006 to convert the popular 
store into a ground-floor shop complete 
with two first-floor flats. 

But more than four years later, building 
work has still not been finished and the 
site is surrounded by metal safety barr- 
iers. 

The Weekly News has been bombarded 
with complaints about the site and the 
City of Ely Council is now urging Mr 
Borland and his builders to “hurry up” 
with the development. 

Clir Richard Hobbs, mayor of Ely, said: 
“This building will be a great asset to 
Market Street when it is finally completed 
but right now it is nothing but an eyesore. 

“The metal barriers around it are 
making the street look scruffy and people

Key words for 
wildlife work 


Sir, I’m responding to your article 
‘Nature lovers see red as meadow 
trees fall’ (Weekly News, April 22). 
Although the Wildlife Trust has 
bought Chettisham Meadow it has 
been managing the site since 1972. 
Trimming back hedges each year 
was part of the trust’s management 
and the hedges were always 
trimmed to around 8-10ft wide 
from the boundary. 

How then have the hedges 
encroached year-by-year as the 
Wildlife Trust claims? Has it 
deliberately stopped trimming the 
hedges so it could get Natural 
England’s approval to “enhance” 
the area? Encroaching hedges is 
not an excuse to have it destroyed 
because a gradual trimming regime 
each year to narrow the hedge (say 
to 4ft) from the boundary would 
have also resulted in an “enhanced” 
area. 

The Wildlife Trust may have 
Natural England’s approval, but if 
there is a regulation designed to 
protect hedgerows and their 
diverse wildlife from hedge cutting 
between a given time (March 1 to 
July 31) and regulations to protect 
hedges that are over a certain age 
and length (30 years old and 66ft 
long) being removed, then how is it 
legal? 

The Wildlife Trust also said that the 
felled poplar tree at the gate end of 
the meadow was casting a shade 
and dropping its leaves onto the 
grassland. As the gate is at the 
north end of the meadow, and as 
far as I know the sun still rises in 
the east and sets in the west,the 
cast shadow would have fallen on 
the drove outside of the meadow ? 
It usually means autumn has 
arrived when leaves litter the 
ground. Easy remedy — go down 
there and pick them up and remove 
them. Even pruning the trees to 
thin out the canopy would have 
helped. 

Basically, the spokeswoman was 
saying conservation eliminates 
preservation. So if anyone needs to 
get rid of a tree or bush, just use the 
key words — encroaching, enhance, 
scrub, cast a shade, drops leaves 
and have the right native species — 
then you can do what you like.

Sue Ryder Care was forced to 
close the care home in January 
after it was announced the build- 
ing had been running at a loss of 
£240,000 a year. 

Following a 90-day consultation 
period between the charity, its 
residents and staff, it was decided 
to close it down. 

At its height, the care centre 
offered residential and respite care 
for 45 people living with neuro- 
logical conditions, supported by 
teams of nurses and carers. 

The building, which was form- 
erly home to bishops of Ely, has 
been empty ever since. 

The Old Palace was built in the 
15th century by Bishop Alcock, 
with later additions added by 
Bishop Goodrich in 1550 and 
Bishop Laney in 1667. 

It was last a property to a Bishop 


of Ely in 1941. 

Owned by the Church Comm- 
issioners, the palace and Sue Ryder 
Care took out a 99-year lease on 
the building just after the Second 
World War. 

The property features a large 
main Grade I-listed three-storey 
building which has “a wealth of 
character including parapets, 
pilasters and cornicing”. 

There are many modern add- 
itions, known as the West Wing, as 
well as a chapel, dining room, 
offices, kitchen and 32 bedrooms 
with en-suites. 

The grounds are set in 2.83 acres 
and feature lawns and a pond. 

A spokeswoman for Knight 
Frank said: “The Old Bishop’s 
Palace is a stunning building to say 
the least and we are excited to see 
what its future holds. 

“There are a number of parties 
interested in taking on the lease 
but we are not able to release any 
further information at this stage.”

Injured biker's 


A BUSINESSMAN whose leg 
was shattered when his 
high-powered motorbike 
collided with a tractor is now 
battling for six-figure comp- 
ensation in London’s High 
Court. 

Nicholas Goad, 41, from Little- 
port, suffered a fracture to his right 
leg when his 1,000cc motorbike 
was in collision with the tractor in 
Ely Road, Little Downham, on June 
15, 2006. 

His solicitor, Richard Gaffney, 
said Mr Goad had made a “remark- 
able” recovery since the accident, 
despite his “severe injuries”. 

But his leg fracture has left “a 
legacy of chronic pain and he must 
face the possibility that osteo- 
myelitis — an insidious infection of 
the bone - could be affecting the

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stricken limb”. 

Mr Goad, who runs a car dealer- 
ship, is seeking substantial dam- 
ages from insurers representing the 
tractor’s driver, Peter Butcher, and 
from WI Butcher and Sons, both of 
whom deny liability. 

The case reached London's High 
Court last week as Judge Richard 
Seymour QC was asked to rule on 
whether or not Mr Butcher was 
responsible for the accident. 

Andrew Davis, for Mr Goad, 
claimed the accident was caused 
by the tractor “turning right across 
Mr Goad's path” when it was un- 
safe to do so. 

Mr Goad had turned right out of 
Cannon Street, and was heading 
towards Ely Road to visit a friend in

Cowbridge Hall Road, when the 
collision occurred. 

Mr Davis told the court: “As Mr 
Goad approached the junction 
with Cowbridge Hall Road, Mr 
Butcher was driving his tractor and 
trailer in the opposite direction 
along Ely Road, intending to turn 
right into the first opening at the 
mouth of Cowbridge Hall Road.” 

Mr Butcher “cut the corner as he 
made the right turn’, restricting his 
view of the road, the barrister 
claimed, and did not stop before he 
made the turn. 

Mr Butcher disputes that the 
motorcyclist was in sight when he 
commenced his turn, and denies 
that he cut the corner. 

Judge Seymour reserved his 
decision in the case after a two-day 
hearing. 

He will now give his ruling at a 
later date.

Park is now 
needie-free, 
police claim

A CHILDREN’S play 
area where a father 
was jabbed with a 
dirty needle is now 
clear of syringes, acc- 
ording to police. 

Cambridgeshire Con- 
stabulary and Littleport 
Parish Council say no 
needles have been found in 
the park in Parsons Lane, 
Littleport, for three mon- 
ths. 

The problem with dirty 
hypodermic needles in the 
play area came to light in 
February when Jason Law, 
a groundsman for the 
parish council, was jabbed 
with one. 

The father-of-three was 
checking the area and 
clearing up litter when he 
touched one of the swing’s 
ropes and it swung into 
him. The needle was 
wedged in the swing and it 
stabbed his leg. 

Mr Law must now have 
regular blood tests and 
injections over the next six 
months to find out if he has 
contracted HIV. 

He said: “It is terrifying 
and I just pray I’m okay. 

“I’m still having tests 
taken to see ifI did contract 
anything and have not yet 
been given the all clear. 

“I'm just relieved it 
wasn't a small child, which 
it so easily could have 
been.” 

The parish council and 
police launched a crack- 
down on the park following 
the incident, urging resi- 
dents to report any susp- 
icious activity. 

As a result, they say the 
problem has now been 
cleared up and the park is 
now a “safe, fun environ- 
ment for children’. 


Bank refund scam sparks warning 


RESIDENTS are being 
warned to be on their guard 
following reports of a tele- 
phone scam. 


The community safety 
unit at Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary has issued the 
warning after 12 people 
reported receiving a call 
from a company advising 
them that they were due a 
refund of bank charges in 
the region of £600. 


All clear: police and the parish council say no dirty needles have 
been found at the park since the end of January. But Jason Law, 
who was stabbed in the leg with one, is still urging parents to 
take care to protect their children. 


No needles have been 
found since January 27. 

However, Mr Law said: 
“Just because no needles 
have been found for a few 
weeks, I would still warn 
families to be on their 
guard. 

“There are a lot of drug 
users in the area and at the 
end of the day you just 
don’t know where they 
could put the next needle.” 


The caller then asked for 
personal information in- 
cluding bank details and the 
date of birth of the house- 
holder. 

The phone number of the 
company is usually with- 
held and when challenged, 
the caller hangs up.

spring starts with 
call of the cuckoo 


THE distinctive call of the cuckoo was 
heard at Wicken Fen Nature Reserve for 
the first time on Monday, April 19. 

Popular folklore says that the return of 
the cuckoo announces the arrival of 
spring. 

Three male cuckoos were spotted at 
the reserve and heard calling from the 
trees overlooking Adventurer’s Fen. 

The Wicken Bird Ringing Club has 
been keeping records of the arrival of the 
cuckoo and other migrant species dating 
back more than 35 years. 

Analysis of these records reveals an 
average arrival date of April 19 each year 
for the cuckoo. 

The last calls of the cuckoo are heard 
in early July as the adult birds depart 
after their brief stay for their return 
journey to southern Africa. 

Their young fledglings will eventually 
head south themselves in August or 
September, many of which will return to 
Wicken Fen next spring. 


Drink-driver gets road ban

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Firms 
fearful 
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A NEW survey from the Cham- 
ber of Commerce has shown that 
nearly two thirds of businesses 
are concerned about the pot- 
ential impact of a hung parl- 
iament. 


The results follow concerns expressed 
by leading investment funds last week, 
which believe the lack of a clear man- 
date to govern could affect decisive 
action being taken to cut the UK’s huge 
budget deficit. 

Of the 300 companies polled across 
the UK by the British Chambers of 
Commerce, just 13 per cent thought the 
failure to secure a working parliam- 
entary majority at the General Election 
would be “a good thing”. 

John Bridge OBE, chief executive of 
Ely Chamber of Commerce, said: “The 
results add to growing unease about the 
prospect of a hung parliament and what 
it might mean for decision-making. 


“Businesses across Cambridgeshire 
are relying on improvements to infra- 
structure, not least the Al4, being made 
a key priority after the General Election 
to ensure that, on a local and regional 
level, our economy is given the best 
possible chance of recovery. 

“And with public finances in a dire 
state, the overwhelming concern is 
whether a hung parliament will provide 
decisive action around the UK’s un- 
sustainable deficit while balancing the 
need for executive decision-making on 
projects key to that economic recovery.” 

Thirty per cent of people surveyed 
said they were “very concerned” about 
the potential impact of a hung parl- 
iament on their business.

straightforward to plant up, or 
open mesh varieties which 
benefit from plantings at the 
sides as well as in the top. 

Those who are short of time 
may have to go for easy-care 
solutions such as baskets of 
trailing pelargoniums, simply 
because they need less 
watering and generally less 
looking after than other thirsty 
specimens such as fuchsias. 

But more ambitious 
gardeners with automatic 
irrigation systems and plenty of 
time can produce a wealth of 
innovative hanging baskets. 

Stylish ornamental grasses 
and sedges can waft over the 
side of a wicker basket to create 
an air of calm and look good in 
a contemporary setting. 

Try the sedge Carex comans 
Frosted Curls, which has 
slender, silvery green leaves 
and is a good companion to 
more upright grasses such as 
Festuca glauca Elijah Blue, 
which has narrow blue-grey 
leaves. They need regular 
watering and some liquid feed 
every couple of weeks, but you 
only need to tidy them up 


occasionally by pulling out 
leaves that have gone brown. 

Evergreen succulents such as 
echeverias can also provide an 
alternative display, forming a 
tight globe for an unusual 
effect, while luscious-leaved 
hostas can also happily fill a 
basket. 

The grow-your-own brigade 
should be heartened to know 
that it is possible to grow fruit, 
veg and herbs in hanging 
baskets, so you can eat the 
fruits of your labour as well as 
admire them. 

Dwarf bush tomatoes, for 
instance, will tumble 
wonderfully from pots. Plant 
them with French marigolds to 
help deter whitefly. Cut-and- 
come-again lettuces also do 
well, while nasturtiums not 
only look great but you can eat 
the leaves, flowers and seeds. 

Strawberries also do well in 
hanging baskets, as they avoid 
predators such as slugs. Plant 
four or five plants in a basket in 
spring, keep them well watered 
and fed with a product which is 
high in potassium — such as 
tomato feed - and you should 
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Riot of colour: hanging baskets can brighten up your backyard this 
summer. As well as flowers, such as petunias (above), they can also be 
used to grow tumbling tomatoes and strawberries. cp 


be picking strawberries from 
your basket from June. 

With any hanging basket it is 
important to deadhead 
regularly, water the compost 


daily in summer and feed as 
required. With a little luck, your 
patio baskets should be 
blooming long after you've put 
the barbecue away for the year.

Jaguar XJ’s stunning debut 


THE advent of a new 
Jaguar XJ has always 
been a special event, 
ever since the first one 
burst onto the scene in 
1968, writes Peter 
Crespin. 

This year’s launch is a 
global media event, but 
despite its US launch late 
last year by Jay Leno, 
actual road tests are only 
just appearing and the car 
itself isn’t available just 
yet. Before deliveries 
begin, Jaguar provides a 
fleet of pre-production 
cars to test days hosted by 
key dealers at prestigious 
venues. I was lucky 
enough to attend one 
recently at The Royal 
Chace Hotel near Enfield. 

As the first XJ scrunched 
across the gravel I didn’t 
even realise it was a diesel. 
Sliding behind the twin- 
paddle steering wheel 
revealed no obvious noise 
or vibration and it wasn't 
until some yards down the 
road that my Jaguar 
‘chaperone’ revealed it 
was the 3.0-litre twin- 
turbo oil-burner. If you 
have reservations about 
diesel refinement, forget 
them right now - for 
Jaguars at least. 

The 2010 XJ breaks fresh 
ground in terms of styling 
and is the third model 
range with the crisp 
modern look that is the 
new face of Jaguar. If 
your'e in the market for a 
luxury car you've 
doubtless seen photo- 
graphs already but this car 
really does look even 
better in the metal. The 
grille is upright, 
dominating the front end 
with a muscular road 
presence which flows 
through sleek flanks and 
blacked out B and C pillars 
to the distinctive boot. 


Having walked around the 
car from all angles, it 
definitely works and, just 
as important, the car 
stands out in an era when 
so many cars look similar. 
There are three engines 
and two wheelbases but 
rear leg room even ina 
standard car is fine for this 
6’1” rear seat passenger, as 
is the head room, though 
curiously it seems a 
fraction less than the 
smaller XE 

Inside, the car is unique. 
Traditional wood, chrome 
and stitched leather 
abound in a huge range of 
colours and finishes, 
mixed with state-of-the- 
art technology to provide 
an interior which 
manages to feel fresh and 
modern, yet oozes the 
class and tactile joy ofa 
Bentley or Rolls-Royce — 
no exaggeration. The XJ 
cries out to be inspected 
in person and taken fora 
spin to demonstrate its 
superb refinement and 
road manners. I expect the 
interior will win more 
than one design award. 

The Luxury, Premium 
Luxury and Portfolio trim 
levels all feature a striking 
full-length glass sunroof, 
excellent touch-screen 


satnav, adaptive 
suspension and drive 
modes, plus steering 


wheel paddles for manual 
override of the six-speed 
automatic. Even the base 
model has a 400W 12- 
speaker Bowers and 
Wilkins CD stereo with 
Bluetooth and_ iPod 
compatibility and built-in 
hard disk drive. 

With an incredible 
600Nm/443lb ft of torque, 
the 272bhp diesel pulls 
very hard (0-60 mph in 6 
seconds) yet returns about 
40mpg combined. It has 
all the performance you 


could reasonably want. 

After the V6 I spent 
another half-hour in the 
normally-aspirated 5.0- 
litre V8. Refinement was a 
shade better but only if 
you really tried hard to 
distinguish them - the 
diesel is that good. The 
5.0-litre model has 
515Nm/380lb ft of torque 
and is very quick off the 
mark (0-60mph in 5.4 
seconds) but loses out 
fractionally on instant 
responsiveness from low 
revs before wafting past 
the diesel at higher 
speeds, thanks to 380bhp 
@ 6,500rpm. To put this in 
perspective, my own 
supercharged V8 was until 
recently Jaguar’s quickest 
flagship model, yet the 
5.0L XJ achieves this 
without a supercharger 
and the forthcoming 
Supersport XJ will boast 
510bhp and a sub-5.0 
second 0-60 time. 

In real-world driving it 

simply means that all XJ 
versions deliver effortless, 
safe, overtaking power 
and the light alloy body 
results in good economy 
for such a large car. The 
ride is excellent and very 
communicative, although 
those preferring comfort 
over sportiness will opt for 
the no-cost 18-inch 
wheels. The list of 
standard features on even 
entry-level models would 
exhaust the available 
space, so don’t buy a 
luxury saloon this year 
without trying a Jaguar — 
you'll be glad you did. And 
if you get wind of a Jaguar 
test day — bite their hand 
off!

When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 


So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 


Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 


There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 


¢ Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 


¢ Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 


¢ Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 


¢ Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 


° Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the No1 area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 


Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 


Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 


If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 


Other skills 


Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 


Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 


References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
“Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 


A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 


The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 


° Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 


¢ Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 


° Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 


© Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 


A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
